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City adopts 
resolutions 
for Charter 
changes

City Council Reporter . 

City council Monday adopted 
two resolutions requesting City 
Charter changes but neither 
received unanimous approval. 

The 1988 General Assembly 
will be asked to allow the 
changes. 

One, which would permit the 
city to impose court fees and 
assessments to fund the construc- 
tion of the judicial and correc- 
tional facilities, passed by a 10-1 
vote with Councilwoman Reba 
■ McClanan dissenting. Mayor 
'' Robert G. Jones previously also 
had questioned the ap- 
propriateness of this method of 
funding. 

The second resolution, to em- 
power the city to impose a tran- 
sfer tax on real estate upon ap- 
proval by referendum, was ap- 
proved by an 8-3 vote with Jones 
and Councilmen John A, Baum 
and John Perry dissenting. 

Ronald Ripley, representing 
the Tidewater Board of Realtors, 
also opposed the transfer tax. He 
said that it was not appropriate 
because it was not equitable and 
will be burdensome for low- 
income home purchasers. 

Under the proposal a tax of 
one percent would be required pf 
the purchaser of real estate. 

Ripley suggested the city look 
.at more broad-based taxes. 

Also opposing the tax was Lou 
Face, ot Hunt Club Forest, who 
said he was opposed to any ad- 
ditional tax burdens. 

Rae LeSesne, of Kempsville, 
said, hovyever, that the city needs 
the funds for roads. He said he 
would rather pay a tax when pur- 
chasing property^han a heavy 
real estate tax evenCyear- He said 
that it was a logical way of ob- 
taining money and one percent 
was not much compared to the 
seven percent the realtors collect. 

As approved by council the 
resolution states that the money 
raised would be used for the con- 
struction or reconstruction of 
roads, bridges and highways on a 
pay-as-you go basis with a sunset 
provision, that is a time limit 
would be set on the tax. 

Councilman Robert V. Fen- 
tress said he could only support 
the resolution with the pay-as- 
you-go and sunset provisions. He 
said it would be wrong for the 
money to go into the general 
fund. 

The proposed tax would help 
raise money for the COT 21 road 
program. 

Jones also questioned the 
equity of the tax. He said new 
residents would be paying the 
tax as opposed to long-term 
residents.

Council considers new procedure

City council next week will con- 
sider a new procedure for 
streamling <XHUKil sessimis which 
in recent years have gotten 
longer — and longer. 

That, compared to the first city 
council meeting of Virginia Beach 
back in 1963 when it took all of 
an hour to take care of all of the 
city's business! However, Mayor 
Robert G. Jones at a workshop

The new procedure, presented 
hy C«»ncil woman Barbara' 
Henley, would reserve the third 
meeting of the month for plan- 
ning items, starting ait 2 p.m. for 
the non-controversial items and 
continuing after dinner for the 
more controversial items. The 
night session would eliminate the 
need for a night session on the 
, fourth Monday of the month. 

Now, said Henley, council 
concentrates on planning items 
during the early part of the 
meetings leaving members 
physically and emotionally 
exhausted. As a result, she said. 



other agenda items get snort shntt. 

Another bonus would be the 
more efficient use of staff time. 
^ At present the planning staff sits 
through evei> My^u^d) meeting. 
The employees would be required 
only once a month under the new 
plan. 

Henley and Councilwoman 
Nancy Parker recommended a 
trial period of six months starting 
cw'k|i the February session. Coun- 
cil 'would allow time before the 
meeting for an executive session 
but would schedule no other 
meetings on the planning days. 

Councilman John D. Moss ex- 
pressed the concern that one 
meeting may not accommodate

It's the New Year ahd the lime when the traditional 
weight-loss routine for many people begins. 

Why not triumph this year, by making the up-hill bat- 
tle to lose weight a matter of mind. Who is in control of 
your body? Your mind. 

Too many of us let the body take oyer. A hungry 
feeling before its time to eat can be subdued with some 
reasoning. But, to do this, yoii should be aware of the 
health factors. 

There are some common misconceptions that hinder 
the ability to lose and then maintain an appropriate 
body weight. Many diet by skipping meals. Along with 
missing out on the necessary nutrients that keep a body 
functioning at its peak throughout the day, the person 
also has the tendency to overeat at the next meal. Never 
go to a restaurant "starved" either. A piece of fruit or a 
glass of two percent milk could ward off the temptation 
to "stuff" yourself with good, high-calorie food. 

Exercise is also an important ingredient to weight 
control. Many experts suggest that adults attend a fit- 
ness class a minimum of three times a week or go for a 
half-hour walk before a light lunch. For most of us, 
however, exercise takes last priority. There always 
seems to be more pressing matters to attend to. When 
will your health take priority? -^ 

Or else, the body convinces the mind that it is tired, 
and rationalizations as to why you should be tired after 
a hard day's work begins. Be able to recognize true 
exhaustion. Afterall, exercise generates more stamina 
and energy within the body. Here again, it's a matter of 
mind.

Improving balance may help 
senior citizens from falling 

When a person is over 65, the fear of falling may 
become a big concern. One in three of the nation's 
elderly fall each year and many of those who have in- 
juries never will be able to function as well as they did 
before the fall. 

Many of these falls could be prevented, according to 
the Private Practice Section of the American Physical 
Therapy Association. 

The ability to maintain good balance is the underlying 
reason for an older person to fall. Exercise can over- 
come many imbalance problems by developing 
muscular strength and flexibility to counteract against 
the balance problems. 

Shuffling may seem like a wise precaution to prevent 
falling but the step is so unnatural that it adds to the 
existing balance problems and increases the chance of a 
fall. 

Physical therapists suggest that older people should 
perform the following exercises daily. As with any exer- 
cise, begin slowly, don't strain, be patient and don^t 
forget to relax in between. 

•Chin Tucks — Stand straight and gently tuck in 
chin, creating a straight line from ear to shoulders. 
Repeat three times, relaxing, breathing and holding for 
10 seconds. 

•Shoulder Backs — Pull shoulders back as if a piece 
of elastic were pulling shoulder blades together in the 
back. Hold for 10 seconds and relax. Repeat three 
times. 

•Shoulder Shrugs — Bring shoulders around in big 
circles, three times forward and three times back. 

•Head Rocks — While lying down, gently rock head 
from side to side 10 times. 

•ToeUps — Go up on toes as high as possible; come 
back down. Start by doing this 10 times, increasing by 
five each week until you build up to 20. 

•Leg Lifts — Holding onto a chair, stand up and 
gently swing leg back and forth 10 times. Repeat the 
motion out to the side and back 10 times. 

•Thigh Strengthening — Sitting down on a fiat sur- 
face with legs extended and flat against the surface, 
tighten the muscles on top of the thigh as tightly as 
possible and hold. Pull for 10 seconds, trying e^ch 
second to pull even tighter. 

•Heel Cprd Stretch — Standing, face a wall with 
hands against the wall and heels flat. Lean into the wall, 
feeling a stretch in calf muscles, hold for 30 seconds. 

•Hip Clocks — Standing in front of a mirror 
gradually make a big circle with hips, as if there were a 
clock around your feet, going around to one, then two, 
then three, etc. until the clockwise direction is com- 
pleted. Rqpeat ihe circle ia coun te r cl ockwi s e d i r ecti on , 
Try to avoid moving the shoulders. 

•Gluteal Sets — Pinch the buttocks together. Hold 
five seconds then relax. Repeat 10 times. 

•Swing arms freely when walking. When sitting for 
long periods of time, walk about at least once every 

hour. 

Results from these exercises may take several weeks. 
P^ple who have medical problems should consult a 
physician before undertaking any exercises or consult 
one immediately if it causes pain.

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How street names got their names

CUd you ever pause to think 
how your street got its name? 
Well, if you live on Petunia Place 
or Wisteria Walk, it's a bet it's 
named like flowers. But if you 
reside in Manoomin or 
Wiigwaas, you'll probably scrat- 
ch your head in wonderment as to 
why anyone would choose so str- 
ange a title. Actually these latter 
names are from the Fondulac In- 
dian tribe of northern Wisconsin, 
now street terms in Virginia 
Beach. 

Our street names are approved 
by the city planning department 
for the newly authorized streets 
in a project or development. 
Generally the owner, developer, 
or even the construction boss, 
submits a preferred list to the 
city) ''' ' - '■•• 4 •oiM* '<'«•■• ■ 

These names are compared by 
computer to those already on 
signs, checking for duplication or 
sound alikes. First or last names 
of individuals are denied because 
of a real risk that such street 
signs, if posted, would be stolen 
for personal use. 



Private streets are indicated by 
black letters on a yellow back 
ground^ such as Manoomin, 
located on private property. 
These streets are not through 
streets and are maintained by 
owners, often condominium 
associations.. 

Every work day the planning 
department reviews dozens of 
newly submitted names, born of 
our ever expanding sprawl. And 
every now and then the planners 
weigh complaints from irate 
citizens who voice objection 
against a strange sounding street 
name. Chang£& can be made if 
the arrangements are valid, or if 
the computer has missed a 
"sounds like" monicker. 

It is unusual for new streets to 
be named for a famous place or 
^person in history — such streets 
would be assigned to property 
owned by the feds, state or local 
government. So, if you are 
hoping to be memorialized, get a 
builder to name a private lane for 
you. 

Most towns in America you'll 
agree have a Main, or Elm Street, 



or both, but Virginia Beach has 
neither. Among our neighboring 
towns, Norfolk boasts of an Easy 
Street, Chesapeake offers a Land 
of Promise Road, and Ports- 
mouth, perhaps not so proudly, 
has named a street Feudist Drive. 

A few of the most colorful, or 
euphonious names of byways in 
Virginia Beach: Happy Street; 
Zodiac Lane; Placid Court; Jack 
Frost Road; Enchanted Forest 
Lane; Kingdom Court; Vision 
Winter Road; Pensive Court. 

And if that doesn't grab ya — 
try these: AchiUes tk>urt; Ego 
Drive; Medic Lane; Tim Tam 
Run; Red Tide Road; Ichabod 
Court; Ackiss Avenue; Intruder 
Circle; Urchin Road; Battle 
Royal Circle; Depositor Lane; In- 
trepid Court; Old Haim Road; 
Bellow Lane; Nuttifield Lane. 

So what was in the mind of the 
christeners of our byways? Hard 
to say — the reasons for naming 
streets such as those we have 
listed are perhaps as varied as 
why we name kids as we do.

The Virginia Beach Depar- 
tment of Public Libraries will 
open the new $7.76 million Central 

Library on Sundiay, January 17 at 
2 p.m. 

The 95,000 square foot facility, 
located at 4100 Virginia Beach 
Boulevard next to Loehman's 
Plaza,^ has been in the works for 
five years and has taken two 
years to construct. 

"It has the largest collection 
within any library in Virginia 



Beach. It will open with 160,000 
items. We will^ adding to the 
collection and anticipate a total 
capacity in seven years," said 
Martha J. Sims, director of the 
department of Public Libraries. 

The collection of material is 
expected to reach 400,000 
volumes of books, magazines, 
videos, compact discs, records 
and computer software. 

Virginia Beach presently main- 
tains five area libraries, one 
bookmobile, a public law library 
and a municipal reference

Virginia Beach is now 
celebrating its first 25 years as a 
city. 

Since 1963 when the city was 
formed, tourism has been 
responsible for much of the city's 
economic growth. 

A quarter of a century later, 
regional offices of national cor- 
porations, local law firms, service 
businesses, statewide banking, 
government and municipal 
facilities including the new 
Virginia Beach Central Library 
have been locating in the Pem- 
broke area. 

The rapidly increasing growth 
of the city has caused a group of 
private business leaders to form 
the Virginia Beach Central 
Business District Association. 
Their purpose is to attract retail 
and rommercial businesses to the 
area and formerly create a 
"downtown" area district. 

The Central Business District 
Association (CBDA) plans to 
commercialize the remaining 160 
of the 500 acres surrounding the 
city's Pembroke section. 

"Virginia Beach has matured 
Tb the point of becoming a viable 
commercial center," said Charles 
Hartig, executive director of the 
CBDA. "livery city needs a 
gathering place to shop or visit." 

Gerald S. Divaris, chairman of 
the association, said, "Every city 
needs a center; without a city 
center there is no identification 
that people are familiar with. 
Look at other city enters — 
Norfolk has Waterside, but what 
symbol does my city have?" 

"It's fractured; there is no 
single place. This (Pembroke) is 
the only area zoned Central 
Business District," Divaris con- 




Virginia Beach has

The Pembroke area history 
began in 1962 with the start of 
residential development. The 
1966 opening of Pembroke Mall 
was the first enclosed regional 
shopping center in Southeastern 
Virginia. The Virginia Beach City 
Council created the B-3 Central 
Business District in 1973, 
designating a portion of the 
Pembroke area as a business cen- 
ter. 

The city has tripled in growth 
from 1%3 to 1986. The growth 
has placed the city second 
naticMially in growth according to 
city and state magazines. 
Citywide employment increased

Building ahead 

Virginia Beach attracted more than 1,000 jobs in 1987 
and $75 million in investments by way of new businesses 
and expanding present industries. 

The Department of Economic Development centered 
on IS new businesses and 25 expanding industries. The 
building and site investments by new companies were 
$75,665,000, according to the E&nomic Development 
Department. 

A. James DeBellis, director of the city's Economic 
Development Department, said that four companies of 
more than 7 million square feet of warehouses and of- 
fice spaces are one particular ^vantage to the city. 

The companies are United Commercial Developers, 
Wildwood Centre, N.M.&H. Associates and Lyn- 
nhaven Conmierce Center. DeBellis said that these 
companies are showing confidence in the future of 
Virginia Beach. 

DeBellis also said that another plan to attract inter- 
national companies is in the works. Prospects are good 
for two Japanese companies and some German com- 
panies locating in Virginia Beach. 

Service companies are also gaining importance. In the 
city and nationally, service companies are starting to 
strongly influence the business scene. Service companies 
in Virginia Beach are centered on computer program- 
ming, software services, research and development, 
management consultation, electronic maintenance and 
others such as engineering, architecture and survey 
work. 

The private sector is also a major part of the in- 
dustrial development effort, according to James T. 
Davis III, the city's industrial coordinator. 

Financing, location of sites^ obtaining permits and 
getting electricity and sewerage to the site assist 
development efforts. 

The Virginia Beach Central Business District 
Association has also been trying to establish a cen- 
tralized business section for Virginia Beach by creating a 
* 'downtown" area in Pembroke. 

The economic growth in 1987 is a good sign for the 
future of Virginia Beach, although, DeBellis foresees a 
decUne of the industrial economy in 1988 as a result of 
the Reagan Administration and Congress battling over 
budget deficit problems. 

The 15 new businesses which have opened their doors 
in Virginia Beach and the expanding industries have 
created new jobs and revenue for the city. 

Economic growth through new and expanding 
businesses is a strong tax plus for the city and also helps 
keep unemployment rat^ low. ^ 

Building Virginia Beach businesswise is a good 
economic advantage. It's good for the people, it brings 
in more tax money to improve road conditions and 
alMws for other improvements within the dty. 

Economic growth is important for Virginia Beach. 
Creating new businesses is building for the future.

Airplanes are one of th^ great 
technological wonders of the 
twentieth century.

"Yeah, I've seen 'em flying 
over before," she said "But I 
never thought I'd have to get on 
one."

of heraKfdhead. 

As the plane took off Lula 
sped through the 23rd Psalm,

On September 23, 1987, this 
column was entitled "Aids: 
Education is society's best defen- 
se." The last paragraph of that 
"Let's Talk" read: 

The September 7, 1987, 
Newsweek warned that, "What 
to do about kids with AIDS will 
soon be as commonplace as a 
decision for school boards as 
which textbook to buy." The 
Virginia Beach School Board will 



face this problem eventually. It 
may be advisable to develop a 
policy ahead of time. We are free 
from the hysteria which might 
surround the issue when we are 
actually faced with the problem. 
Let's hope that Arcadia's 
shameful reaction to children 
with AIDS will never be repeated 
in Virginia Beach. 

At that time, the AIDS 
headlines were followed by 
datelines reading Arcadia, 
Florida and New York. Now the 
headlines are within our state in 
places like Fairfax County, Prin- 
ce William County, Chesapeake, 
and Waynesboro. 

In Virginia 316 patients have 
died of AIDS. The state Health 
Department predicts that, by 
1995, the number of AIDS cases 
diagnosed in the commonwealth 
will exceed 3,300. Like it or not, 
we must be ready to address the 
presence of AIDS victims in our 



classrooms. 

In the absence of a local policy 
in Fairfax, the Fairfax County 
School Superintendent em- 
barrassed liimself and his school 
system when he reacted to a suit 

The state Health Depar- 
tment predicts that, by 
1995, the number of AIDS 
cases diagnosed in the 
commonwealth will exceed 

3,300. 

on behalf of a five-year-old AIDS 
victim who sought to attend kin- 
4ergarten. 

In reaction to the suit, Spillane 
reportedly said, "This kid will be 
dead in a few months. What's the 
point of the lawyer?" The 
presence of a school board policy 
on AIDS might have saved Fair- 
fax Schools and Superintendent 
Spillane considerable em- 



barrassment. 

Th.' National Education 
Association, in a resolution en- 
titled "Admission of Students 
with AIDS", has taken the 
following position: "_l_-__. .The^ 
Association believes that the 
placement of children in school 
should be made on a case-by-case 
basis by a team composed of 
qualified health care 

professionals, school officials, 
representatives of the local 
association, the child's physician, 
and the child's parent or guar- 
dian." 

A sensitive and intelligent 
school board policy, based on 
research, might save our school 
system a great deal of money, as 
it might prevent costly litigation.. 
We have little time left if we are 
to develop the policy in an at- 
mosphere free of highly charged 
emotions and threatened 
litigation. 



Cold weather affects your firefighters 




Your Virginia Beach Firefigjit- 
ers are subjected to the cold 
weather every time they roll out 
the door on a call. Please try to 
be fire safety conscious during 
these next several months when 
the bitter cold air slows down the 
firefighters. 

Althougji the firefighters are 
wearing a thick insulated coat 
and pants, their bodies per^ire 
inade this clothing and when they 
are not active, like waiting for a

fire investigator to arrive or 
returning from a call, the cold air 
seems to penetrate rigjit through 
to their skin. 

The way most firetrucks are 
designed, two firefigjiters ride 
outside the fire apparatus with 
their backs to the driver and to 
the front passenger. The two 
firefighters in the front have heat 
but the two on the outside 
"jumpseats" have no heat what- 
so-ever. This situation has been 
remedied as of this year by a 
design feature. All new fire 
apparatuses in the future will 
have the entire cab enclosed and 
all the firefighters will have heat. 

Broken Pipes 

Virginia Beach firefighters 
have been responding to broken 
water pipes in homes over the 
past several winters. If the home- 
owna does not have the pipes 
insulated well, the water freezes 



within the pipes and the pipes 
break soiding water all over the 
electrical wiring. 

This creates a severe hazard of 
dectrocution or fire. So please 
look for these pool-ly insulated 
pipes and repair them before they 
could cause you expensive 
repairs. 

From -6 p.m. Christmas Eve 
1983 to Dec. 31, 1983, your 
firefighters responded to 387 
broken wato- pipes thougjiout the 
city. They also responded to 609 
fire calls in addition to that. As 
you can see, the firefigjitars need 
to be available to answer fire calls 
and not calls for broken water 
pipes. 

If your water pipes break, cut 
off the water supply to the home 
and if you can cut off the circuit 
breakers Call your insura&ce 
company and then a plumber, ^x 

Sometimes these pipes break in 
the attic, water drips down onto 



the ceiling and the entire ceiling 
coUapses into your home. The 
firefigjiters will respond and cut 
off the water and electrical 
service then leave. iThey will not 
remove the water from your 
house. They will help remove 
furniture out of the danger area 
of collapsing colings. 

Now is a good time to look for 
your water cut off valve coming 
into your home. The main cut off 
is usually in the front yard by the 
curb but one should also be inside 
the home. Check in the garage or 
under a sink in the kitchen or 
downstairs bathroom. 

Your firefighteis are here to 
help you, but you can help them 
by insulating your wat» pipes 
and looking for the cut off valves 
now. If you need help, don't 
heatateto call911. 

Think fire safety ■ your life 
may depend on it. Test your 
smoke detector.

"All activity in the Centrak 
Business District is an expanding 
tax base," DeBellis continued. 

Hartig agrees. 

"A viable commercial center 
would be a tremendous asset not 
only to Virginia Beach but the 
Hampton Roads area," Hartig 
said.

"The traffic is systematic of 
demands," Divaris said.

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Pastry chef doesn't mind giving out his secret recipes

David Robins, president of the 
American Culinary Federation- 
Tidewater Chefs Association, 
began cooking at the age of 15 in 
many different Georgia^ 
restaurants. 

His father, Mason, was a chef so 
Robins began working with him 
at that time. His mother, 
Rosemarie, was also a chef. 

By the time Robins was 16- 
years old he was working on his 
own as a saute cook. 

At 18 he was at the Culinary 
Institute of America in New 
York. "TheCttfnary Institute 
was a good school but there 
wasn't much bacon," he said. 
The two-year course only 
provided a few pastry classes. 

After he was out of school he 
begaii an apprenticeship in Atlan- 
ta, Ga. under an Austrian pastry 



chef. 

"I decided to become a pastry 
chef two years out of college; I 
was still young," he said. 

"Pastry isn't an American 
thing; it was mostly European," 
Robins said. "There are few 
American pastry chefs." 

In 1982 Robins came to 
Virginia Beach and became the 
"Executive Pastry Chef" at the 
Omni Hotel. 

"I worked my way up," he 
said. "Now, I'm a Certified 
Pastry Chef. I am the only Cer- 
tified Pastry Chef in the area." 

To becofne certified it takes 
eight years of experience and 
many hours of training. 

Robins, who is 28, was also 
the founder of the Tidewater 
Chefs Association, which he star- 
ted in 1985. 

"A lot of chefs wanted one," 
Robins said. "It was a lot of 



work. It took a couple ot months 
to get organized. We had a lot of 
support from the Omni Hotel." 

The association has fundraisers 
for charities and offers 
educational programs and 
scholarships. They also have an 
annual President's Ball, whifch 
was held recently at the Omni 
Hotel. 

Robins was recently elec- 
ted president of the chef's 
association for 1988 until 
1990. 

"It gets all the chefs in- 
volved," he said. A seven course 
meal was prepared by the mem- 
bers under the supervision of 
Executive Chef Michael Sigler.

The other new officers include: 
Michael Petrone, vice-president; 
Tom Evald, treasurer; and Tom 
Rapier, secretary. 

In September of 1987, Robins 
began his own wholesale pastry 
shop called Julians Gourmet 
Desserts. The bakery was named 
after his son Julian, who is now 
two-years-old. Robins and his 
wife, Rosanna, are expecting a 
second child. 

He has three employees at his 
Lynnhaven Road pastry shop. He 
caters to country clubs, 
restaurants and hotels. 

"The holidays are the 
busiest," he said. He said they 
averaged 16-hour days during the 
holidays.

yfk^a Beach Superintendent James E. Melvin 
has been asking school officials, principals and 
tei^chers what is right and wjong with Virginia 
Beach schools.

"This is the truth," Melvin said, "and the truth 
should not hurt you and it should not shock you." 

Some of the criticisms include that the school 
system is behind in technology; the quality of 
guidance services causes concern; doesn't have ac- 
ceptable black-white teacher ratio; and the schools 
fail to address the students-at-risk . 

Melvin isn't just turning up stones that some say 
should be left alone. He's collecting insight J^r the 
future of wha t people want from their schools. 

Mflvin will now be interviewing parents to near 
their complaints about Virginia Beach schools. 

Melvin isn't just turning up stones that some say 
should be left alone. He's collecting insight for the 
future of what people want from their schools. 

The criticisms/observations are an asset to the 
school system. Without knowing what is wrong 
with the system one can't work at improving those 
downfalls. 

In order for the schools to remain first class, all 
the problems facing the school must be discovered 
so they can be addressed. 

It is better to find out what these problems are 
before it is too late to repair the damages. The 
Virginia Beach schools can be looked at with pride. 
Strengthening the system can only be a plus for the 
city.— V.A.O.

City Council 

The fatigue factor 

Virginia Beach City Council members have been 
staying up pretty late at Monday night council 
meetings. Some of the meetings have lasted 11 
hours, keeping the council members up until 2 a.m. 

The nine-member board in Chesapeake aver^es 
four hours and Norfolk's seven-member board 
only last two hours. 

These long hours for our 11 -member council can 
place a lot of stress on the talkative members, 
possibly causing rushed decisions and perhaps not 
allowing all sides of the issues to be fairly or 
adequately aired. 



The council members have the responsibility for 
each citizen in their hands. A rash decision is not 
the answer, although physically emotionally 
exhausted members is not the answer either. 

Presently, the council's meetings begin at 2 p.m. 
each Monday except the fourth Monday of the 
month, which begins at 7 p.m. 

Planning items concerning rezonings draw many 
speakers and an argument over a single item can 
last two hours or longer. 

Councilwomen Nancy K. Parker and Barbara M. 
Henley have suggested combining all the city's 
planning items. All the planning material would be 
discussed at one meeting on the third Monday of 
each month. The meeting would begin at 2 p.m. 
with the least controversial items first. After a 5 
p.m. dinner break the meeting would resume. 

Some may suggest a muzzle for any long-winded 
council members or speakers at the meetings but it 
is actually good that some issues draw extended 
discussion among members. 

The councilmembers are making decisions for 
the future of the city. A quick decision isn't the an- 
swer to these long, yawning, council meetings, 
although the city's forefathers might disagree. 

At the city's first council meeting on Jan. 1, 
1%3, the council meet for less than an hour. 
During that hour, 143 pages of city ordinances were 
adopted. On the same day the council also elected 
the mayor, vice-mayor, city council clerk, city at- 
torney and appointed members of the city com- 
missions. 

It's possible to say that the city was built in less 
than a day. The population has tripled since then 
causing more problems for the council to solve. 

The council members have the responsibility for 
each citizen in their hands. A rash decision is not 
the answer, although physically and emotionally 
exhausted members is not the answer either. 

Decisons to shorten the meetings, cutting down 
on the agenda, eliminating long-winded speakers 
and drawn out arguments over single items are of 
prime concern not only to the council members but 
of the residents of Virginia Beach. 

The council should possibly consider scheduling 
two meetings a week or even beginning the 
meetings earlier on Mondays to complete the city 
sessions before the manbers doze off. —V.A.O.

It wasvery informative 
and educational and made me 
proud to be a part of it as a city 
employee and as the Virginia 
Beach Fire Department

In 1963, the only paid fire 
department in Virginia Beach 
coMistcd of the oceanfront fire 
staUon and commanded by Chief 
Edward B. Bayne and 17 
professional firefighters. The 
merger did not change the 
operations of the volunteer fire 
companies in Princess Anne 
County and Beach Borough until 
September 15, 1971, when Fire 
chief Bayne was appointed as the 
chief of the newly created 
Division of Fire Protection 
Division of Virginia Beach. 

During the next 10 years after 
the merger, due to the rapid 
growth and strain on the volun- 
teer companies, paid city firemen 
were hired and placed throughout 
the volunteer fire companies and 
in 1973, 78 firefighters were em- 



ployed throughout the city in the 
different volunteer fire com- 
panies. 

Fire calls increased at an alar- 
ming rate. In 1973, there were 
2,400 fire calls. In 1983, there 
were over 7,100 calls. Today, there 
are 270 professional firefighters 
assigned to each one of the 16 fire 
stations throughout the city of 
Virginia Beach. They are an- 
swering over 11, (XX) alarms a 
year. 

As you can sec the fire depar- 
tment has come a long way since 
the merger and will continue to 
keep pace with the rapid growth 
the city is experiencinjg. Please 
think fire safety so you can help 
your firefighters.

Nine students from Kempsville 
High School science programs 
will spend a night in the Virginia 
Marine Science Museum in 
January to kick off a five-month 
plankton sampling project in 
Owls Creek.

At timed intervals throughotit

Virginia Beach is looking into 
Grand Prix racing as a way to ex- 
tend its tourist season. . 

City council has asked the staff 
to make an in-depth study of the 
negative and positive sides of 
bringing a race here. 

Vice Mayor Meyera Obemdorf 
proposed the study last week at a 
council work session after talking 
with City Manager Aubrey V. 
Watts Jr., James Ricketts, 
Pavilion manager and tourism 
coordinator, and Hugh Barton, 
Convention Bureau manager. 

None of the council members 
objected to the proposal. 

In fact. Councilman Harold 
Heischober had done a little 
research on the concept on his 
own and said tht he was not 
aware that Obemdorf had been 
working on it. He also had talked 
to the city manager, he said, after 
he had been approached by the 
International Motor Sports 
Association which controls such 
races. 

Norfolk, which had been con- 
sidering a Grand Prix race for 
downtown Morfolk, pulled out 
about a month ago. Mayor 



Robert G. Jones, said he atten- 
rded the Norfolk City Council 
meeting where the race was 
discussed and said that the finan- 
cial guarantee scared off the Nor- 
folk council. Also, he said, there 
was a lot of neighborhood op- 
position. 

"We're not Loking at a neigh- 
borhood," said Obemdorf. She 
was thinking of having the race 
run along the resort strip. She 
said that the city would have to 
make $2 million in street im- 
provements. 

Virginia Beach Borough Coun- 
cilman Robert V. Fentress 
suggested the race could be held 
on unused government property. 
He cited Sebring, Fla. which has 
a race (NASCAR) on an aban- 
doned airstrip. 

October 1989 is the date the 
city is shooting for, Heischober 
said, so that If council does not 
make a decision within the next 
90 days, it will lose the oppor- 
tunity to have the race. 

Detroit managed to get the race 
off the ground, Obemdorf said, 
with a $5 million commitment. 
The money came from Ford 
Motor Company, Heischober 
said. She said she wanted the 
studv to examine the cost/benefit 



ratio from both the positive and 
negative viewpoints. 

The Beach would benefit from 
national exposure on TV, she 
sajd. Also, she said that the cars 
usually are put on display and the 
Pavilion or the Dome would be 
perfect locations for exhibiting 
the cars. 

"I'd hate to see us not taking 
the advantage." 

Heischober said the Detroit 
experience has been the most suc- 
cessful. San Antonio lost 
$600,000. The key to success, he 
said, is in TV coverage. 

He said that Norfolk has not 
dropped the race completely. It 
just shied away because it needed 
to put up $1.2 million to get the 
October 1989 race. 

Miami, he said, has built a 
permanent $2 million facility. 

Obemdorf said that the race 
would generate a lot of spinof- 
fs — at least on paper. 

Sixteen cities already are doing 
it, said Heischober, so that the 
staff should be able to get suf- 
ficient information from those 

cities. 

A track would need to be 
about two miles long.

Land swap 

Beach gets desired land 

A land , swap i^greement has been signed by 
Virginia %ch 0y Manager Aubrey Y- Watts Jr., 
and Norf(^ Ci#J[ Manager James B. Oliver Jr. 

Norfolk wiM swap 525 acres of its Virginia Beach 
property for $3.35 million and a city boundary ex- 
tension of 54 acres of East Ocean View bayfront. 

The threej?veck^ pf negotiations resulted in giving 
Norfolk the jurisdiction over the Moore's Point site 
in Ocean View while Virginia Beach would receive 
the 100-acte Green Run Farm site near Princess 
Ann^ark. 

Norfolk is swapping all this for the hw, low 
price of $3.35 million. Maybe Norfolk could throw 
in a few ginsu steak knives with the deal. 



Also thrown into the agreement is a provision lif- 
ting the development restrictions that Norfolk 
placed on the property near Tidewater Community 
College that it sold to Virginia Beach in 196]7. 

And that's not all. Norfolk threw into the agree- 
ment 400 acres of mostly swampland^ and 25 acres 
of property Umited by air traffic restrictions. 

Norfolk is swapping all this for the low, low 
price of $3.35 miUion. Maybe Norfolk could throw 
in a few ginsu steak knives with the deal. - 

The Green Run Farm property that Virginia 
Beach city officials see as a threat to the Green Line 
was set at a $3.6 miUion price tag. Norfolk officials 
say that they could get $4 million for it. It's ap- 
praised value was $3.2 miUion . 

The 400-acre swampland property, West Neck 
Creek, and the 25 acres at Shipps Corner together 
were priced at $200,000, bringing the total of the 
land to $3.8 million. 

The agreement will trim $450,000 from the $3.8 
million, bringing the total of the swap to $3.35 
million with Norfolk kindly agreeing to allow the 
city to developing rights on the property it bought 
10 years ago that is just east of TCC and across the 
street from the Green Run Farm tract. 

Although Virginia Beach received what it wan- 
ted, the 100-acre farm that was a threat to the 
Green Line, they did get the short end of the stick. 

Taking the short end of the stick was probably 
needed, however, to get the parcel of laoA that the 
city has sought for some time now. The city plans 
to build a junior high school and elementary school 
on the property. 

The lifted restrictions on the 157 acres between 
TCC and the Virginia Beach Farmers Market will 
allow for the possible construction of a high-tech 
industrial park. 

As for the swamplands, they will be used to ex- 
pand the city's canoe trails. 

Steak knives would have been nice but Virginia 
Beach did get what they strongly desired out of the 
deal. — V.A.O. 



Mayoral race 



Exciting but expensive 

Let the baby kissing begin. Virginia Beach's first 
mayoral election is about to begin which could lead 
to very expensive campaigns for the candidates. 

Mayor Robert G. Jones has said that it could 
possibly take $200,000 to run a credible campaign 
for mayor. 

It would make it the most expensive election 
campaign ever waged in Virginia Beach. 

No one has formally declared candidacy 
although it is expected that Mayor Jones, Vice- 
Mayor Meyera Oberndorf and possibly Council- 
woman Reba McClanan will run for the seat. 

With three big names such as those, it seems the 
race is going to be a tight one and possibly an ex- 
pensive one. 

Mayor Robert G. Jones has said that it could 
possibly take $200,000 to run a credible campaign 
for mayor. j 

In the past city council campaigns, money has 
not been influential. A record $110,000 was spent 
by the Rev. Anne Ginrinez in her unsuccessful 
campaign in 1984 and in 1986 the Rev. Barnett 
Thoroughgood spent $70,000 on hiT'Hmsuccessful 
bid. 

The name recognition factor is going to call for a 
tight race. Each of the three candidates have a high 
degree of political credentials and a number of 
faithful supporters. 

Money may have^ do the talking in this race, 
although it's not gol^to be the deciding factor on 
who wins the race. Since it is the first direct 
mayoral election in the city the campaign costs are 
going to be expensive, a lot more expensive than a 
city council elation. 

What is known for sure is that it is going to caU 
for an exciting race.

In his 'State of the State' ad- 
dress, Governor Baliles made 
good on assurances to VEA 
members that he would make 
education a budget priority in his 
first biennial budget. Education 
has been judged the winner in the 



first of two Baliles' budgets. 

Four VEA legislative objec- 
tives are addressed in the state 
education budget: 

•continue improvements on 
teachers' salaries and incentive 
funds to. encourage local gover- 
ning bodies to join the state ef- 
fort; 

•increase the state's share of 
funding the basic aid formula: 

•increase the state's commit- 
ment toward funding the capital 
improvement costs of local 
school districts; and, 

•fund unemcumbered lunch 
for all of Virginia's teachers. 

Sufficient funds are ap- 
propriated to finance the state's 



share of an 8% salary im- 
provement for the total number 
of instructional positions 
required by the Standards of 
Quality. The governor's intent, 
and that of the General Assem- 

/ urge citizens to thank 
Governor Baliles for his 
continued support for 
education, and, then, con- 
tact their state delegate and 
senator and urge their sup- 
port of the Baliles* budget. 

bly, if his budget passes, is that 
". . . the average classroom 
teacher salary be improved 



throughout the state by ^t least 
7.3% each year of the bien- 
nium." 

Presently, the state funds 50*% 
of the basic aid formula. Baliles 
proposed that the state's share 
increase 1% per yetu- for the next 
five years to 55%. VEA had loo- 
bied against the JLARC formulas 
and for keeping the present for- 
mula and increasing the state's 
share of 55'?'o. This is a 
significant win because as Gerald 
C-ibbi, a very astute Virginia 
Beach School Board member, 
pointed out Virginia Beach would 
have lost large amounts of state 
revenues under any of the 
JLARC proposals. 



Virginia Beach truckies go to the roof 




I was enjoying another nice 
dream when the bells in the 
firehouse bunk room rang me out 
in my sleep. I threw the covers off 
with my left hand and sat up and 
swung my feet to the right and in- 
to my waiting boots beside my 
bed. The voice over, the loud 
speaker began to talk. I stood up 
and pulled up my thick^ heavy 
pants to my waist. As I slid my 
arms into the uspenders, I jotted 
the address on my left hand with 
a felt tipped pen. It was another 
house fire, the time was a little af- 
ter three in the morning. 

I walked to the double doors 
and pushed them open and a 



shiny brass pole was there ready 
to drop me down to the ap- 
paratus floor. I stepped out and 
locked my arms and legs arx)und 
the pole and slowly released my 
grip. One second later I was at 
the bottom and I could here the 
next firefighter right behind me. 

I quickly looked af^the wall 
map to find the street and walked 
to the ladder truck. I threw my 
coat on and jumped into the 
driver's seat. The roar of the 
diesel engines could be heard for 
blocks. The large bay doors 
opened and the pumper and lad- 
der truck slowly rolled out into 
the misty night air. The red lights 
from the trucks bounced off the 
mist and resembled a lighthouse 
beam. 

The house fire was only three 
blocks away and when the trucks 
turned onto the street, the smoke 
was very thick and low to the 
ground. I positioned the ladder 
truck in front of the house and 
pushed in the parking brake. The 
job of the ladder truck crew was 
to cut a hole in the roof of the 
house to allow the hot gases and 



smoke to rise and escape so the 
firefighters on the pumper can go 
in with their hoses and locate the 

fire. 

I quickly put on my air tank 
and mask and grabbed a 25 
pound circular saw. I walked to 
the front of the house and a lad- 
djer was their waiting for me to go 
to the roof. I slipped on my 
leather gloves and climbed up the 
ladder to the roof. Once I was up 
there, I checked the wind direc- 
tion and looked for signs of 
where the most fire was. 

In the center of the roof, the 
tar was bubbling and thick smoke 
was puffing out of a roof vent. 
Another ladder was slid close to 
this area and I stepped over to it. 
I pulled the cord on tl^e saw and it 
came to Ufe. I pulled the trigger 
and the motor raced higher and 
higher. One cut, two cuts, three 
and then four. I had made a rec- 
tangle cut into the roof about five 
foot square. I stepped back and 
another firefighter took a long 
pole with a hook on one end and 
pulled at the loose boards. He 
^tsnfei,the boards and shingles to 
>Mhe side and fire and smoke 



rushed out the opening. 

Our job was finished. It was an 
attic fire. As we sat back to catch 
our breath, the firefighters from 
the pumper could be heard in the . 
atti^. Seconds later the nozzle 
was opened and the hissing of 
steam came rushing out the hole. 
The fire was out. 

The white steam continued to 
putt out the hole and the ladder 
crew gathered ap their tools. 
When we got down on the ground 
the firefighters on the pumper 
came out for a break. They came 
over to us and thanked us for the 
"vent job." 

It was almost 3:30 a.m. A little 
more than 20 minutes earlier, I 
was sound a sleep in a warm bed. 
Now I was sitting on the front 
yard of someone's house with 
icicles on my helmet. 

I'm assigned to the Truck 
Company at Fire Station 16. I 
love my job. I wouldn't have it 
any other way. Please do me a 
favor. Test your smoke detectors, 
inspect your homes for fire 
hazards and visit your nearest fire 
station and ask for a pamphlet on 
fire safety. 



For Virginia's tast-growing 
districts like Virginia Beach, the 
governor's proposals for im- 
provements in the Literary Fund 
will provide new funds for 
building urgently needed schools. 
The proposal includes increased 
loan limits, a raised ceiling, and 
increased fiscal support for the 
Literary Fund. However, more 
st^te funding is still needed for 
capital improvement needs. 

The long fought battle for 
duty-free lunch for all Virginia 
teachers will end with a victory, if 
the Baliles' budget passes as e?c- 
pected. Baliles has proposed that 
$7.7 million be appropriated to 
fund lunchroom, monitors to 
provide teachers with an unen- 
cumbered lunch period. 

Health insurance is another 
item addressed in the budget. The 
govenor has proposed a sum of 
money, also equalized under the 
state aid formula, to help provide 
*adeq}iate health insurance for 
Virginal's educators. The effect 
for the first year of the biennium 
is negligible, but the long-term 
ramifications could be very 
positive for Virginia Beach 
educators. 

Under the provisions of the 
1988-1990 budget, catagorical 
funding is all but eliminated. In 
addition to the new items 



discussed above, special and 
vocational education funds will 
be equalized under the state aid 
formula. 

In the past, state aid was 
determined by the number of 
pupils in school on a certain date, 
plus other factors determined 
under the composite index. The 
General Assembly's Joint 
LegislativeAudit and Review 
Commission recently completed a 
detailed study of each school 
building in the state to determine 
the number of professional staff 
per 1,000 students on a district- 
wide basis. This figure, plus a 
slightly modified composite index, 
was used to determine this year's 
state aid and will be called, hen- 
ceforth, 'Foundation Funding.' 
Administration sources project 
an increase in funds for next year 
of $8 million. 

The governor has continued 
progress toward the goal of 
national average teacher salaries 
for Virginia's better than average 
teachers. Education will contiAue 
to move toward what should be 
expected of a state with Virginia's 
resources under this budget. I 
urge citizens to thank Governor 
Baliles for his continued support 
for education, and, then, contact 
their state delegate and senator 
and urge their support of the 
Baliles' budget.

residential development. 

Land not used for the schdols 
will be used for the expansion of 
Princess Anne Park and in- 
dustrial development. A high- 
tech industrial park had been th- 
warted because of a deed r^tric- 
tion imposed by Norfolk that the 
property be used only for 
municipal purposes. Norfolk lif- 
ted the restriction as part of the 
land agreement. 

The wetlands turned over to 
the Beach include 400 acres south 
of Indian River Road Shd 25 
acres of Shipps Comer Road. 

Developer R. G. Moore owns 
the Moore's Point property. 
Moore had planned to build up to 
1,900 condominiums there which 
was permitted by Beach zoning. 

T^er Norfolk's jurisdiction, 
the land is zoned for single- 
family houses.

Camp Foundation pushes VWC 
campaign past $5 million 



A $40,000 grant from The 
Camp Foundation of Franklin 
has pushed Virginia Wesleyan's 
$9 million 25th Anniversary 
Development past the $S million 
mark, according to Chairman 
Thomas C. Broyles in a news 
release. Since the kickoff in Oc- 
tober, 1986, $5,030,513 has been 
contributed^r pledgecL 

. The grant, which will be paid 
over a four-year period, is 
designated for career planning 
and placement offices and inter- 
view rooms in the college's 
second academic village. The 
village will cost about $3 million, 
and college officials hope to 
begin construction during 1988. 
To date, $2.1 million has been 
pledged or contributed for this 
project in the campaign. Village II 
will include two residence halls, 
two academic units and a student 
commons with various student 
activitie* or-™- 



Other recent grants and con- 
tributions to the campaign in- 
clude a $20,000 challkenge grant 
from the marietta McNeill 
Morgan and Samual Tate 
Morgan, Jr. Trust toward the 
Certter for the dumanities, which 
is now under construction. Three 
previous grants totaling $40,000 
have been contributed by the 
Morgan Foundation for Virginia 
Wesleyan building projects. 

Chairman Broyles reports that 
258 individuals, corporations, 
foundations, churches and civic 
groups have made commitments 
in the campaign. Trustees and 
members of the President's Ad- 
visory Council have pledged 
more than $1.7 million. The 
Camp and Morgan grants bring 
foundation support to $851,000. 
Fifty corporations have pledged 
$948,000. Four bequests totaling 
$713,336 have been designated 
for the campaign.

Henley said the city has had an 
appraisal made but that the 
property owners are asking for 
more. 

^ She added that using four to 
six acres for a retention pond is a 
using up a high percentage of the 
land. 

The site is located on the south- 
east intersection of London 
Bridge Road and General Booth 
Boulevard. 

Two 'of the alternate sites 
already are owned by the city — 
Dunwoody, 23 acres at the end of 
Hubbell Drive off General Booth 
Boulevard and south of Dam 
Neck Road, and Red Wing Park, 
90 acres. 

The fourth alternative is in 
Redmill, 46 acres north of Pain- 
ters Lane and south of Culver 
Lane. This site is made up of a 
several smaller parcels. 

If the city purchases the Hunt 
Club Forest property, Henley 
said, with Red Wing Park, Dun- 
woody and the recreational land 
the city plans to purchase in 
Camp Pendleton from the state, 
the city will own more 
recreational land in that corridor 
than anywhere else in the city. 

Henley, P^ngo Borough 
representative, supported the 
recreation center in the southern 
end of the city and making it ac- 
cessible to people in Sandbridge 
•and Pungo. 

Monday, she said she suppor- 
ted Dunwoody. She said that she 
at first leaned toward Red Mill 
but drainage problems ^-iftrere 
raised, aUhough she said that this 
would not be an insurmountable 
problem. 

She said that acreages given for 
the proposed uses would be 
reduced in a shared site. She said 
also that access to the Hunt Club 
forest site would not be hindered 
by a cul de sac at London Bridge 
Road and the controlled access 
proposed for Ferrell Parkway. 
No access is available from Lan- 
dstown Road, she said. 

And while the city is talking 
about sites for all the uses, the 
city has no money in its capital 
budget for land except for the 
school site, she said. 

The recreation center was one 
of three new centers and a 
remodeling of an existing center 
approved by voters in a Novem- 
ber referendum. 

She said that Dunwoody is 
only three minutes from the Hunt 
Club site, that the city owns the 
entire site, that the Dam Neck 
Road construction will provide 
access and that residences there at 
present have no recreation and no 
school where recreation would be 



available. She said that the site 
presents no development problem 
and the Navy does not oppose the 
use of the property for a 
recreation center under the 
AlCUZ perimeters. -t 

Vice Mayor Meyera Oberndorf 
pointed out that the city may not 
purchase all of the 48 acres and 
that she knew that Virginia 
Power "would bend over back- 
wards" to accommodate the city. 

Councilman Harold 

Heischober, who had proposed 
placing thfe resolution on the 
agenda, said that the city may not 
be able to afford the entffe site 
and may just go for the 
recreation center and school . 

Councilman John D. Moss 
said that he thought the Hunt ^ 
Club site was superior, but said 
he would like to have a staff 
presentation of the finances 
before taking any action. 

Shortly after the public hearing 
when five residents spoke, all in 
support of the Hunt Club site, 
Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
moved to ask for the study on the 
Hunt Club site and to have Watts 
develop a plan for financing. If 
that site proves unacceptable, she 
said, "we will move to another 
site." 

Moss pointed out that once 
council makes a decision, it "can 
never retreat .... What con- 
stitutes unacceptable?" he asked. 
"To separate the site from the 
price is no way to go," he said. 

He also said that the acreage is 
over and above what was ap- 
proved in the referendum. He 
said he had difficulty approving 
the resolution when he has heard 
that the city cannot afford a ball 
park in Princess Anne Park or 
cannot afford a particular road. 

"We're not talking about ten 
acres, but about 45 acres which 
was not in the referendum, he 
said. 

While the Dunwoody site is 
reserved for recreation, most of it 
is undeveloped except for a small 
tot lot. 

Heischober said that it is clear 
we may not be able to make the 
site work at all, but that council 
had to give the city manager the 
direction and lability to negotiate. 

Henley said that she is not a 
wealthy person and as in her own 
affairs, the first question she asks 
is "How much?" 

Supporting the Hunt Club site 
were Tim Phaleh, of Hunt Club 
Forest; Michael Rudwig, also of 
Hunt Club Forest; Sandra Pain- 
ter, vice president of the Red Mill

permit some immediately needed 
land acquisition, improvements 
to existing facilities, recreational 
grants to localities, and hiring of 
personnel to accomplish the 
needed improvements.

Explore investments 
for $988 tax year 



Question: I have been contac- 
ted by several individuals 
claiming to be financial invest- 
ment experts. Each one says that 
their plan can make much more 
money for me than my regular 
banking services do and that their 
investment programs will allow 
me to retire with great financial 
fortune. I am not sophisticated in 
these matters and I do need a 
professional to help me invest for 
my future. Is thpre any way to tell 
if these investment services are 
legitimate? 

Answer: This is the time when 
numy consumers begin to explore 
investment opportunities for the 
1988 tax year. According to the 
Consumer Information Center, 
U.S. General Services Ad- 
ministration, individuals such as 
yourself lose an estimated $10 
billion annually due to invest- 
ment fraud. Therefore, con- 
sumers should be able to 
recognize the difference between 
Intimate investment operations 
and investment scams. 

There is no definite d»cription 
of a fraudulent firm. Some out- 

tits use sophisucated tecnnjqu«;» 
which include sales approaches 
^commonly recognized by 
legitimate firms. This approach 
may be used in telqihone and 
mail solicitations or in adver- 
tisements placed in popular 
magazines and newspapers. 
r, the most common pat- 
tern of investment fraud is 
ass^iated with telephone 
solicitations. 

A reputable investment 
representative will usually invite 
questions from the consume' and 
encourage him or her to take time 
to reacu » wiufortable decision. 



A less than reputable agent 
generally asks most of the 
questions, which are leading in 
nature, such as "Wouldn't you 
like to have your money earn 
more for you through a guaran- 
teed to win investment plan?" 

However, indivdiuals can 
screen many ill-intentioned 
callers by asking smart consumer 
questions. You should request 
written information and ex- 
planations of proposed invest- 
ments, since printed literature 
may be reviewed by postal 
authorities and mav even be used 
as evidence in the investigation 
and/or jM'Osecution of fraudulent 
activities. 

You should also ask if the 
company is registered with any 
federal or state agracy. Any in- 
vestment advisor doing business 
in Virginia must be registered 
with the State Corporation 
Commission (SCC, 1-800-552- 
7945). If their services include 
advice on securities and related 
tax shelters, they must also be 
registered wiUi the Securities and 
Exchange Commission (SEC, 
202-272-7440), 

There are some free 
publications which help the con- 
sumer spot fraud, give examples 
of common investment scams 
and list the rights and respon- 
sibilities of both the offeror and 
the purchaser of an investment. 
Two of these are: Investment 
Swir^les: How they Work and 
How to Avoid Them (Item 6 1 OR) 
and The Inv&tors' Bill of Rights

Ratification 



Within two days after the tramers of the U.S. Constitution signed 
the completed document, it was published in the Philadelphia news- 
papers and the debate began. Nine of the original 13 states had to 
ratify the Constitution before it could form the basis of our new 
government. 

TtKlay a major event is communicated immediately throughout 
the country through television. If there had been modem commu- 
nications 200 years ago. citizens would have watched the proceed- 
ings t)f the Constitutional Convention live followed by interviews 
with James Madison and George Washington. Within days a con- 
sensus would be forming within the country. 

But in 1787. communications about the events in Philadelphia 
spread slowly across America. The Convention itself was held in 
the strictest secrecy. When one delegate misplaced documents con- 
cerning the deliberations, George Washington thundered such dis- 
apprtwal that the delegate was too ashamed of his carelessness to 
claim them. 

For what the Convention brought forth would shock many around 
the country. No om expected a complete revision of the American 
^government. Washington and othrf^ fear^ that premature release 
would desttt)y any hope for compromise. 

Onite the Constitution was completed, the job of selling it to the 
.people fell on the delegates themselves as they returned to their 
home states. James Madison. Alexander Hamilton and John Jay 
collaborated on the famous Federalist Papers, which were widely 
reprinted. The opponents circulated Richard Henry Lee's Letters 
from the Federal Farmer to the Republican. Thus the debate was 
joined. 

Delaware was the first to ratify on December 7th, followed by 
l^nnsylvania on December 12th, New Jersey on December 18th, 
Georgia on January 2. 1788. Connecticut on January 4th and Mas- 
sachusetts on February 6th. For the day, ttese first six ratified in 
quick order But three more were needed, and it waild be summer 
before ihcir approval was achieved. TTie last of the 13 was Rho<te 
Island. It ratified the Constitution on May 29, 1790, more than a 
year after Washington was inaugurated as our first president. Ill

Central Library to receive 
a kinetic sculpture 

The Virginia Beach Arts and Humanities Comihission recently 
approved designs for a kinetic (to be set in motion) sculpture to be 
displayed at the new Central Library. The sculpture, which was 
designed by Lin Emery, was recommended by the Art and Artist 
Selection Committee and the Library Site Advisory Committee. 

Emery studied in Paris and has been exhibiting artwork since 
1957. Her work appears in the National Collection of Art in 
Washington, D.C., the Walter P. Chrysler Museum in Norfolk and 
many other major galleries and museums. She has been awarded 
over 17 major architectural commissions throughout the Utiited 
States. 

After 18 months of deliberation, the committee chose the 22-foot 
sculpture with its dou'ble curved based and moving arm -like exten- 
sions. The surface of the sculpture is highly polished metal which 
reflects light and the surrounding landscape. 

The Sculpture was chosen because it is compatible with the ar- 
chitecture of the Central Library. Also, the desire to understand the 
physical mechanics of the sculpture reflects the library's role as a 
place of discovery. 

Hie sdee^on committee was comprised of dtizeiis, a cpiin- 
cihtaan.'Arts iand Hiunanities Commission, architects, artists, art 
educators and library staff. 

The $80,000 sculpture is the first project commissioned by the 
Percent for the Arts which was recently established to purchase art 
works for city buildings. The sculpture is expected to be installed at 
the Central Library in 1989.

Each unit within the department offers 
quality service equipped to provide a viable alternative to negative 
behavior. 

The Juvenile Probation Department recently received state cer- 
tification for 100 percent compliance to state standards with regard 
to maintenance of court records, policies and procedures, currency 
of manuals, and professional credentials of the staff. 

Truck cover ordinance 
will become in effect 



A new vehicle equipment ordinance will go into effect Wed- 
nesday, Feb. 24 for the city of Virginia Beach. The new section 
states that no vehicles can be operated on city streets and highways 
unless its contents are securely loaded to prevent items from drop- 
ping, falling, shifting, and blowing from the vehicle. 

Exaptions to this amendment include: motor vehicles used ex- 
clusively for agricultural purposes and which use public roads to 
get from one point of the owner's land to another; agricultural 
vehicles, tractors, or other vehicles exempted from registration and 
licensing requirements according to section 46.1-45 of the Virginia 
Beach code; or any vehicle transporting poultry, livestock or 
{^cultural produce.
